FIRST IMPEACHMENT 


CASE IN THE BOARD 


Waldman Pleads ‘‘Abso- 
lutely Not Guilty”— 
Counsel’s Objections In- 
dicate Possible Appeal. 


Alderman Herman C. Waldman 
today went to trial before his col- 
ligues of the Board of Aldermen, 
on the charge of conduct unbe- 
coming a member of the board, in 
connection with the escrow fund 
raised by service car drivers to ob- 
tain legislation. 

The trial of A{derman John Neu 
Ji. On the same charge, but upon 
another set of circumstances con- 
n ed with the service car mat- 
ter, will follow that of Waldman, 
the Aldermen decided, after ar- 
raigning the two ‘jointly. 

Jt was. decided also, with the 
censent of Waldman’s counsel, 
that the stenographic record of the 
special committee’s recent hearing 
ii His case should be used, subject 
to e-2 spojection which may be 
rade to any particular part of it. 
This will obviate the calling of 
.itnesses to retell what they have 
told heretofore, and will save time. 

In-Neu’s case, witnesses will be 
culled, and probably no use will be 
made of the stenographic record. 

Board’s First Case of Kind. 

The present trial is the first im- 
peachment proceeding in the 
lsoard of Aldermen sice that body 
was created by the Charter of 
1914. President Neun of the Boaré 
presides as judge, and the 26 other 
Aldermen are acting as a jury. In 
each case, the alternatives are con- 
viction and expulsion from the 
beard, or acquittal. 

The accusations are thus formal- 
ly worded: . 

Against Alderman Waldman 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward— 
That you did introduce in the 

Board of Aldermen and did ad- 
vocate the passage of bill No. 
234, an ordinance regulating 
service car drivers, for the pur- 
pose of enabling your son-in-law, 
Mort J. Rosenblatt; H. G. Cohen, 
George Keller and others, to pro- 
cure certain moncy previously 
placed or to be placed, in es- 
crow, upon condition and agree- 
ment that the money be paid to 
the aforesaid party or parties 
upen the passage of the bill. 

Against Alderman Neu of the 
Vhirteenth Ward—That you un- 

dertook, in consideration of ob- 
taining employment and accept-. 
ing a fee therefore, to prevent 
the passage of bill No. 234, then 
pending in the Board of Alder- 
men, of which you were then a 
member; and in that, while pre- 
tending to be employed to render 
legitimate services to the St. 
Louis Service Car Association, as 
an attorney, you were employed 
by sald association to prevent the 
passage of Bill No. 234, then 
pending in the board. 

Few Spectators in Gallery. 

Only a few spectators, mostly 
City Hall clerks in their = shirt- 
sleeves, were in the galiery. The 
floor was reserved for members. 
Associate City Counselor Field ap- 
peared as prosecutor. Oliver T. 
Remmers, chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, represented 
Waldman, as he did at the special 
committee's previous sessions, and 
Verne R,.

Attach Air Tube to One Valve of S-4 in Hope 
of Getting One End of Sunken Vessel 
Out of Water. 
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By WILLIAM W. MOSS JR., 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec 
19.—Six men gasping for breath In 
the foul air of the submarine 5-4, 
cheered by the hope of a rescue 
about which their rescuers are 
doubtful, exchanged signals with 
divers last evening. 

For more than 24 hours these 
six, at least, of the 40. sailors 
aboard the 8-4 when she was 
rammed and sunk by the Coast 
Guard patrol boat Paulding, have 
survived. 

Their vessel, with a huge hole 
torn in the side just forward of 
the conning tower, lies in 100 feet 
of water in the mud off Wood's 
End, near here. Above her the 
work of resctie was pushed fever- 
ishly as the vind increased to half 
a gale and early yesterday after- 
noon came the first indication that 
some men remained alive. | 

Signals Exchanged With Boat. 

The submarine S-8, circling over 
the grave of the S-4, exchanved 
signals with the sunken craft, but 
this encouraging news, while spur- 
ring the preparatory work of the 
divers, was not confirmed for sev- 
eral hours. 

Then a diver went down and ‘he 
tap of his hammer was answered 
from within the steel] hull of the 
forward compartment. The news 
was flashed to the surface through 
the speaking tube and then the 
diver began asking for informa- 
tion in the international code. 

“Ig gas bad?" the diver tapped 
out. 

“No,” came the aswer, “but the 
air. How long will you be now?” 

But the diver was unable to give 
any great reassurance, so he 
hedged. 

“Please Hurry.” 

“Hlow many are there?” 

‘There are six. Please hurry. 
Will you be long?” 

“We are doing everything pos- 
sible.” _™ 

It was just before dusk last night 
that the first definite word of the 
fate of the crew was given to the 
men. 

“There is life aboard,” the first 
diver down cried up through his 
tube. 

Aided in other Disasters. 

The diver was Thomas Eadie, one 
of a group which arrived here from 
Newport under Lieut. F. E. Wil- 
liams of the navy. Eadie took a 
prominent part in the disaster of 
the S-51 and he also aided in rais- 
ing the F-9, which went down with 
22 officers and men off Honolulu 
in 1915 

Eadie, the first diver to go down. 
remained under water one hour 
and 20 minutes and was followed 
by William Carr. 

In spite of the wind-tossed waves, 


Carr somehow got an air tube on 
one valve of the 8-4. This will not 
take oxygen to the men on board 
as the valve is above the hole on 
the starboard side of the subma- 
rine. It may force out the water 
in her hull and get one end of her 
out of the water. Air holes for the 
men could be cut through the steel 
plates with torches. 

It was learned yesterday the S-4 
carried enough compressed oxygen 
in bottles to keep her crew alive 
for 48 hours, but how much of this 
oxygen is in the forward compart- 
ment is unknown. 

The wreck of S-4 was found by 
the submarine tender Fallon for 
the second time at 11:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. It was within 
100 feet of the yellow buoy an- 
chored by the crew of the Paul- 
ding. The first finding took place 
Saturday afternoon and a line was 
attached to the submarine, but it 
parted. Yesterday a second line 
was got to her. 

The wreck lies practically a mile 
of: Wood's End, a sandy spot and 
the tip of Cape Cod, although on 
the Massachusetts Bay side the side

DRUM-LIKE DEVICE 
CAUGHT SIGNALS 
OF MEN INS4 


Oscillator, Invented During 
World War, Vibrates 
Noise and Can Be Heard 
300 Yards Away. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—An im- 
portant means by Which messages 
have been sent by the men cooped 
up in the submarine S-4 to those 
on ships on the surface 100 feet 
above is the oscillator. 

This is an instrument shaped 
like a snare drum but only one 
quarter as large, which is attached 
to the shell of the submarine. The 
oscillator vibrates noise and can be 
heard nearly 300 yards away above 
or below the water. 

It came into being during the 
World War as a result of a need 
for a secret method of signaling 
between a ship on the surface and 


one below the surface of the sea. 


In the case of the S-4, the men 
the stricken submarine 
probably pounded the interior. of 
the craft. These sounds were 
and 
“broadcast.” On the Falcon, the 
salvage ship above the spot, there 
is a specially constructed micro- 
phone and this captures all sounds 
coming from the oscillator. But in 
order to send a message the crew 
in the 
manner of a code. The code used 
by the navy is secret. 

Because of the fact that this 
method of sending messages is un- 
dependable it is used only in 
emergencies. The 8-51 was not 
equipped with an oscillator, 80 
when it sank the only hope res- 
cuers had of ascertaining men were 
alive in the ship ‘was by sending 
divers down to listen for hammer- 
ings.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—After 
the letter of Senator George W. 
Norris (Ind.-Rep.) of Nebraska, 
excoriating W. R. Hearst for pub- 
lication of alleged Mexican docu- 
ments reflecting on the honor of 
four United States Senators, was 
read in the Senate this afternoon, 
four of the five members of the 
Special Senate Committee named 
to investigate the Hearst charges, 
individually reported to the Senate 
that no evidence had been found 
to connect the four named Senators 
in the remotest way with the “doc- 
uments.” 

The committee members who ex- 
onerated the four Senators were 
Keubinson of Arkansas, Democratic 
leader; Johnson of California 
(Rep.), Bruce of Maryland (Dem.) 
and Jones of Washington (Rep.). 
Chairman David A. Reed (Rep.) of 
Iennsylvania was out of Washing- 
ton on a duck hunt. 

Senator Robinson declared that 
it would he unjust to, wait until 
aiter the holidays to remove the 
cicud of suspicion that had been 
put on the four named Senators. 

“The evidence discloses conclu- 
sively that neither the Senator 
from Idaho, Mr. Borah; the Sena- 
tor from Nebraska, Mr. Norris; the 
Senator for Wisconsin, Mr. La Fol- 
lette, or the Senator from Ala- 
bama, Mr. Heflin, received one 
dcliar or has been tendered one 
cent in connection with these ‘‘doc- 
uments,” Robinson declared. 

Hearst’s Sin of Omission. 

“All who are concerned in find- 
ing the truth concede that these 
Senators stand uncorrupted and in- 
corruptible. Hearst’s sin isnot so 
much that he inconsiderately pub- 
lished “documents” involving Sen- 
ators who were guiltless, but that 
he fails to undo through his 
agencies of publicity, the wroug he 
has done, 

vohnson Defends Senators. 

Senator Johnson of California 
told the Senate that there never 
had been and never would be the 
slightest scintilla of evidence to 
connect the four Senators in any 
way, shape or form with the 
charges made by Hearst. The 
California Senator declared there 
was never any justification for 
printing the documents referring 
to the Senators, and that the com- 
mittee would continue its investi- 
gation to ascertain what credence 
should be given the other charges 
made by the Hearst papers. 

“We will determine whether all 
these documents are forged and 
spurious,” Johnson promised. 

Senator Bruce of Maryland said 
that, while he differed with the 
four named Senators on many pub- 
lic questions, he knew them to be 
“irreproachable, unassailable ana 
incorruptible.” 

He joined with Robinson and 
Johnson in declarang them guiltless 
of any faintest connection with the 
Hearst ‘‘documents.”’ 

The same thought was forcibly 
expressed by Senator Jones of 
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Washington, who said there was 
not a single shred of “evidence 
against the four Senators. He was 
glad he said, to join the other 


Senators in their encomiums on ' 


the four. 

‘It takes years to build a rep- 
utation that will stand the con- 
stant beating of the white light of 
publicity. One who has accom- 
plished that aim has _ achieved 
something worth while, something 
valuable beyond price. There are 
sufficient instances founded upon 
fact to undermine the public con- 
fidence in officials of the Gov- 
ernment.

Dr. Edward Watt Saunders, 
founder of the Bethesda Home and 
associated charities, and noted 
pediatriet died today at his home, 
1341 South Grand avenue. He 
was 73 years old and had been ill 
about three weeks.

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Author of Notes Demanding Ransom and 
Other Messages Believed to Be Man | 
of Some Education. | 


| By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 18.— 
‘A four-hour examination of the 
ransom letters and telegrams sent 
by the kidnaper to M. 
‘Parker, father of 12-year-old 
Marian Parker, prior to the de- 
livery of her dismembered body, 
last night disclosed that, in the 
Opinion of a hand-writing expert, 
they were written by two persons, 
one of them a woman. 

“Dear mother and daddy letters” 
were written by Marian herself, it 
was previously announced. 

The examination was made for 
the police by J. Clark Sellers, 
“laboratory detective” and hand- 
writing expert. He was positive a 
woman was involved in the letter 
writing. 

This is the first concrete evi- 
dence of the “woman in the case,” 
although clerks in a telegraph sta- 
tion told of a woman and a man 
filling one of the telegrams. 

Printer or Clerk. 

In their choice of writing paper. 
Sellers said, the kidnapers used the 
Same shrewd scheming that has 
aided them in eluding the far-flung 
lines of the police. The paper used 
was of a standard make. He said 
there was no water-marked paper 
which had as wide a circulation as 
this brand. 

Additional information concern- 
‘ing the hunted man was given by 
the hand-writing expert. He said 
the man who wrote part of the 
letters was by vocation either a 
printer or a clerk who. had done 
little manual labor. His mind was 
\considerably above the average and 
he apparently was of sound men- 
tality. 

Not once in his laborious print- 
ing of the ransom letters did the 
man reveal in the writing any 
signs of nervousness. Sellers said 
the man showed coolness and dar- 
ing and marked artistic leanings in 
his handwriting. 

Child Feared Death. 

One of the letters from the kid- 
naped girl, apparently written at 
the dictation of her captor, were 
addressed to the father and mother, 
read: 

“Dear. Daddy and Mother: 

“Daddy, please don’t bring any- 
one with you today. I am sorry 
‘for what happened last night. If 
you don’t meet us this morning, 
you will never see me again. Love 
to all.”

Everything Favored Kidnaper. 

“Everything played into the 
hands of this man,” Mrs. Holt sob- 
bingly told interviewers, “for 
Marian was in the room adjoin- 
ing my office and it took but a 
minute to get her. 

“The child looked so pale and 
frightened as she stood there with 
her lunch in her hand that I asked 
her if there was anything else she 
wanted before she went with the 
man, and she just shook her head. 

“The man and Marian hurried 
down the hall together. Other 
teachers tell me that Marian and 
her sister Marjorie, passed in the 
hall, but they did not speak to 
each other.’”’ 

Child Was at Christmas Party. 

The man told Mrs. Holt he was 
an employe of the bank where 
Parker is assistant cashier. He 
gave the the name und boldly dis- 
pelled the teacher’s final doubts 
when he said, “If there is any 
doubt in your mind, here is the 
bank’s telephone number. You 
may call there.” 

The lunch which Marian carried 
as she went owith her abductor 
was the refreshmer‘s at a Christ- 
mas party being given by her class- 
mates. ‘ 

The man smiled at the little girl 
as he led the way to the waiting 
automobile. As he helped her into 
the car he patted her arm, ac- 
cording to witnesses. Then he 
started the car and was away in 


a rush. It was the last seen of 
Marian alive by her friends.

HOW 10 DECORATE 
CHRISTMAS CAKES 


Add to Holiday Festivities By 
erving Appropriately Deco- 
rated Cakes. 


Strange to relate there is more 
fancy cooking being done by young 
housewives than skeptical people 
admit. Probably younger 
women are more interested in

In modern cake baking decora- 
tion counts greatly in turning out 
artistic cakes, tortes, eclairs and 
other such sweets. We are offer- 
ing our readers today an article 
on making Christmas cakes by 
Alice Bradley, who is a well- 
known authority on such mat- 
ters. 

Christmas trees, large or emall, 
may be cut from a sheet of cake. 
Cover with butter frosting colored 
green, sprinkle with green chopped 
cocoanut, and decorate with can- 
dies in various shapes to repre- 
sent candles and toys.
